After tear g as was fired into 
the co mpo und, the g ro up o f in­ 
mates appro ached the east g ate 
o f the co mplex and asked to 
leav e. 
They were to ld to mo v e 
sing le file thro ug h the g ate and 
were led to a fenced o ff area 
where inmates no t inv o lv ed in 
the rio t were held thro ug h the 
nig ht. 
Eig ht ho stag es were releaed 
by inmates earlier after Go v . 
Dav id Hall made co ntact with 
the insurg ents. 
Two inmates were killed dur­ 
ing rio ting Friday and at least 
a do zen building s were de­ 
stro y ed by fires set by the in­ 
mates, priso n o fficials said.

“ Hell, that’s no t half 
o f ’em ,” a priso n g uard nearby 
said when the 3 00 emerg ed. 
“ There’s 1,5 00 men in there.

o v er.” He said neg o tiatio ns 
were co ntinuing but that they 
ho ped the heav y v io lence had 
ended.

Earlier, g o v ernment patro ls 
were repo rted to hav e inter­ 
cepted infiltrato rs fiv e miles 
no rthwest o f Phno m Penh, trig ­ 
g ering a nig htlo ng battle. 
The streng th o f the infil­ 


trating fo rce was no t kno wn 
immediately , and g o v ernment

marshes and rice paddies.

(AP)— Three American astro ­ 
nauts ro cketed into o rbit to day 
to start man’s lo ng est planned 
space jo urney , a 5 9 -day study o f 
the sun, stars, earth and man 
fro m abo ard the Sky lab space 
statio n. 
“ We’re really mo v ing o ut,” 
Co mmander Alan L. Bean re­ 
po rted as the astro nauts’ Apo llo 
ferry ship sped into an o rbit 
rang ing fro m abo ut 9 4 to 140 
miles hig h. 


Bean, 41, Dr. Owen K. Gar­ 
rio tt, 42, and J ack R. Lo usma, 
3 7, immediately beg an a 17,100- 
mile-an-ho ur pursuit o f the un­ 
manned 85 -to n labo rato ry , 
which passed o v er Cape Kenne­ 
dy just minutes befo re they 
started the maratho n space ad­ 
v enture. 
By the time they reached o r­ 
bit, the statio n was 2,5 00 miles 
ahead. 
With Bean at the co ntro ls, the 
Apo llo 
was 
to 
be 
steered 
thro ug h a series o f ro cket-firing 
maneuv ers to g radually clo se 
in o n the Sky lab, which is the 
size o f a three-bedro o m ho use. 
Linkup o f the two space v e­ 
hicles was scheduled fo r 3 :41 
p.m. EDT, 271 miles abo v e the 
Pacific. 
Once 
abo ard the 
Sky lab, 
Nav y Capt. Bean, so lar phy si­ 
cist Garrio tt and Marine Maj. 
Lo usma ho pe to mo re than 
do uble the 28-day space flig ht 
reco rd set last mo nth by the 
Sky lab 1 crew, who se effo rts 
sav ed the damag ed statio n. 
The missio n will be the mo st 
rig o ro us test y et o f man’s abili­ 
ty to withstand thè phy sical 
and psy cho lo g ical stresses o f 
pro lo ng ed space trav el. The 
medical results will hav e a 
bearing o n whether astro nauts 
o ne day will embark o n lo ng 
v o y ag es to o ther planets. 
The spacemen started the 
trip o n the po wer o f a 22-sto ry - 
tall Saturn IB ro cket that thun­ 
dered away fro m Cape Kenne­ 
dy ri ght o n time at 7 :11 a.m. 
Tho usands o f perso ns in the 
area watched the fiery lifto ff, 
but the ro cket quickly v anished 
in lo w-hang ing clo uds 3 4 sec­ 
o nds after it left the pad. 
Ten minutes later, Missio n 
Co ntro l to ld the astro nauts they 
were in a g o o d o rbit. 
“ Tell the g uy s at KSC thanks, 
it was a nice, nice jo b,” Bean 
to ld the co ntro l center, refer­ 
ring to the Kennedy Space Cen­ 
ter launch team. 
As the ro cket darted away 
fro m the Cape and o v er the At­ 
lantic Ocean, the co mmander 
repo rted: “ Yo u really g et a 
feeling o f mo tio n up here. 
We’re really mo v ing .” 
“ I sure wo uld like to try that 
lifto ff ag ain,” Lo usma uaid. 
“ That was g reat.” 
Once in o rbit, the astro nauts 
separated the Apo llo fro m the 
burned-o ut 
third stag e and 
turned aro und to take a lo o k at 
it. 
“ We’v e g o t this baby rig ht in 
fro nt o f us and it is beautiful,” 
Bean said. 
Bean, who walked o n the 
mo o n o n Apo llo 12, and space 
ro o kies Garrio tt and Lo usma 
aro se at 1:5 5 a.m. fo r the tradi­ 
tio nal astro nauts’ launch day 
breakfast o f steak and eg g s. 
After brief phy sical ex am­ 
inatio ns, a space ag ency phy si­ 
cian, Dr. Paul Buchanan, r e 
po rted, “ They are in ex cellent 
shape. They ’re eag er to g et 
started * * 
While they ate breakfast, a 
small leak dev elo ped in a fuel 
line v alv e that feeds the first 
stag e o f the ro cket. A fo ur-man 
team o f technicians quickly re­ 
paired it witho ut interrupting 
the co untdo wn.

It was a letter fro m a reader, but 
by bo x ing.it and setting it amo ng the 
co lumns, the Washingto n Po st tacit­ 
ly gav e it an edito rial imprimatur. 
The letter was little mo re than an­ 
o ther catalo gue o f Watergate, based 
mo stly o n Jo hn Dean’s rapidly 
crumbling testimo ny . This was par 
fo r the co urse, fo r by the Po st’s ethi­ 
cal standards any thing go es if it will 
serv e to hurt Richard Nix o n, the Re­ 
publican Party , o r any indiv idual 
suspected o f co nserv ativ e leanings. 
What made this particular letter 
different was no t o nly the preferen­ 
tial treatment it receiv ed, but its flat 
charge that the President is guilty o f 
treaso n. And this at a time when ev ­ 
ery new witness at Sen. San Erv in’s 
ly nching bee adds new ev idence that 
much o f the Watergate scandals are 
the acts and the imaginings o f Dean, 
Go rdo n Liddy , and Jeb Magruder— 
all three demo nstrable liars, and o ne 
an admitted perjurer. 
It will be interesting to see ho w 
all the mo ral men who hav e been 
beating their breasts o v er Water­ 
gate will respo nd to the statement 


that Mr. Nix o n is a traito r. Treaso n 
is v ery carefully defined in Ameri­ 
can law. It co nsists in giv ing aid and 
co mfo rt to a fo reign enemy . Ev en 
the wildest allegatio ns against the 
President hav e nev er reached that 
far. But no matter! Hiding behind a 
letter writer, the Po st utters its 
co unterfeit treaso n charge. 


No w there are many in Washing­ 
to n who o ppo se Mr. Nix o n bitterly .

WASHINGTON (KFS)— Sen. 
Henry Jackso n, who se Presidential 
campaign go t no where last y ear, is 
carefully lay ing the fo undatio ns fo r 
a seco nd try at the Demo cratic no m­ 
inatio n in 19 76. 
Jackso n’s appro ach is different 
fro m that o f Sen. Edward Kennedy , 
the current fro ntrunner, but no less 
serio us. 
Kennedy ’s initial gambits in the 
Presidential chess game hav e been 
to embrace o ld enemy Geo rge Wal­ 
lace and to begin o rganizing a na­ 
tio nwide campaign netwo rk. 
Jackso n has co ncentrated upo n 
po sitio ning himself in the Senate fo r 
max imum public v isibility the nex t 
few y ears and strenthening the mus­ 
cle o f his allies within the Demo crat­ 
ic Party structure. He has been suc­ 
cessful at bo th. 
After he was tro unced at the 
Demo cratic Natio nal Co nv entio n last 
summer, Jackso n sent all his dele­ 
gates and wo rkers an auto graphed 
picture. That was the beginning o f 
his seco nd Presidential bid. 
His friends say he means to run 
again in 19 76 ev en if Sen. Kennedy 
seems a cinch to win it. At 6 4, it will 
be his last chance. 
While no bo dy was lo o king, Jack­ 
so n has taken o v er practically ev ery 
majo r Co ngressio nal issue. 
He is the resident ex pert o n the 
energy crisis, and has emerged in 
that ro le as a champio n o f the co n­ 
sumer. The Interio r Co mmittee, o f 
which he is chairman, has been 
pro bing the natio n’s fuel sho rtage. 
He pro dded the Federal Trade Co m­ 
missio n into mo v ing to break up the 
majo r o il co mpanies, o n gro unds 
their anti-co mpetitiv e practices led 
to the gaso line sho rtage. And he was 
flo o r manager fo r the Senate bill 
that finally autho rised last week 
co nstructio n o f the co ntro v ersial 
Alaska pipeline to make additio nal 
fuel av ailable. 
Jackso n is steeping himself in 
farm pro blems. As chairman o f the 
Senate Permanent Inv estigating 
Subco mmittee, he will ho ld hearings 
in the fall o n the Nix o n Administra­ 
tio n’s wheat deal. Ev en so me Ad­ 
ministratio n o fficials no w co ncede 


that mo numental blunders were in­ 
v o lv ed in the big grain sales to Rus­ 
sia which upset the entire co mmo di­ 
ty market and caused higher fo o d 
prices. 
He is carv ing himself a piece o f 
the Watergate actio n. His inv esti­ 
gating subco mmittee has launched a 
pro be into the wide range o f wire­ 
tapping by bo th priv ate industry and 
go v ernment agencies. He will try to 
untangle co nflicts between bugging 
practices and the indiv idual’s right 
to priv acy . The pro be will include a 
surv ey o f White Ho use reco rding 
habits. 


Jackso n’s subco mmittee has also 
been inv estigating 
White Ho use 
clemency fo r a reputed Mafia cap­ 
tain who was freed fro m Federal 
priso n o stensibly because o f Illness. 
Meanwhile, halfway acro ss the 
co untry inCo lo rado ,respresentativ es 
o f o rganized labo r and fo rces allied 
with Jackso n beat back McGo v ern- 
o riented refo rmers this week to co n­ 
tro l the Demo cratic Party ’s charter 
co mmissio n sessio n. The co mmis­ 
sio n v o ted to av o id majo r issues at 
its 19 74 co nference, thus tempo rarily 
heading o ff the so ft o f ideo lo gical 
warfare that split the party last 
y ear. 
Jackso n has acquired fo rmidable 
friends in the past y ear. The cam­ 
paign to elect Ro bert Strauss as par­ 
ty chairman was directed fro m 
Jackso n’s Senate o ffice by Jackso n 
asso ciates; while Strauss is his o wn 
man, he is no t ungrateful. And AFL- 
CIO President Geo rge Meany has 
been passing the wo rd to unio n lo ­ 
cals that Jackso n is his fav o rite fo r 
19 76. So far the o nly benefit is psy ­ 
cho lo gical, but it may ev entually 
mean mo ney and manpo wer. 
Jackso n’s big pro blem last y ear 
was that no bo dy knew who he was. 
Only 11 per cent o f the public said 
they reco gnized his name. But a re­ 
cent Gallup Po ll indicated that no w 
48 per cent say they hav e heard 
abo ut him. 
That’s no where near the reco gni­ 
tio n facto r o f Kennedy , who is kno wn 
to 9 3 per cent o f the public. But it’s a 
big impro v ement, and Jackso n has 
three y ears to wo rk o n it. 


to l Hill, but to create a climate that 
will make it impo ssible fo r Richard 
Nix o n to remain in o ffice—o r if he 
do es, to cripple him and leav e the 
co untry leaderless in a time o f deep 
crisis. 
The cry o f treaso n fro m a rashly 
partisan and badly info rmed reader 
will echo in a tho usand co cktail par­ 
ties here, at first in wo nder but in 
time as fact. There will be gleeful 
cho rtles fro m so me Demo crats in 
Senate and Ho use clo ak ro o ms—pre­ 
lude to pro testatio ns o f co nscience 
and co ncern in flo o r speeches. And 
in time, the accusatio n will beco me 
the co in o f co ntro v ersy , taken se­ 
rio usly by the unlearned while the 
learned shrewdly 
and priv ately 
smile. 


But in the lo ng run, who will be 
hurt the mo re, the Washingto n Po st 
o r Richard Nix o n? Already , the so r­ 
did passio n o f the attacks o n the 
President are beginning to backfire. 
If Americans are pro ne to ex cesses 
in their po litics, they are ev en mo re 
sensitiv e to the spectacle o f a man 
being kicked when he is do wn. And 


tho ugh the attackers may no t y et 
kno w it, ev en cy nical Washingto n is 
starting to sho w signs o f nausea. 
There is, mo reo v er, a gro wing sus­ 
picio n that jo urnalistic zeal may be 
adisguise fo r unmitigated malice. 


Many things may be said o f Mr. 
Nix o n. He has allo wed an unchecked 
intro v ersio n to iso late him fro m 
matters which sho uld hav e been his 
co ncern. He has sho wn weaknesses 
in do mestic po licy and bad judgment 
in the cho ice o f so me o f his assist­ 
ants. He has been less than diplo ­ 
matic in ex ercising v ast Presiden­ 
tial po wers arro gated to the White 
Ho use o v er fo ur decades. He has 
so metimes tended to rely mo re o n 
shado w than o n substance. 
But in the almo st quarter o f a 
century that I hav e kno wn him, 
Richard Nix o n has nev er sho wn 
any thing but the mo st dedicated 
co ncern fo r the fo rtunes o f these 
United Stazes. There is no thing in 
his reco rd, whatev er sins so me may 
discern in him, which in any way 
co mpro mises his patrio tism. To call 
him a traito r is shameful.

WASHINGTON (N E A )- The 
able research o rganizatio n, the 
Bro o kings Institutio n, makes a 
stro ng case fo r the argument that the 
Nix o n administratio n is no t demand­ 
ing the same efficiency in defense 
manpo wer use and effectiv eness 
that it calls fo r in so cial pro grams it 
wants to cut o r wipe o ut. 
In its lo ng-awaited study o f the 
President’s budget fo r fiscal 19 74, 
Bro o kings say s “ initiativ es to 
streamline defense fo rces and make 
them mo re efficient are few.” 
The new repo rt ackno wledges 
so me cuts in strategic pro grams as 
result o f SALT talk agreements last 
y ear with the So v iet Unio n, but 
adds: “ Apart fro m these pro grams, 
no t a single area o f the defense 
budget sho ws significant do llar sav ­ 
ings, either this y ear o r in the fu­ 
ture.” 
The Bro o kings co mment takes o n 
special bite because unlike mo st 
studies o f defense spending, its 
prev io us budget repo rts hav e co n­ 
sistently made no te o f the place o c­ 
cupied in such spending by higher 
and higher manpo wer co sts o fficial­ 
ly mandated by Co ngress. Bo th 
changes were o f co urse o rdered to 
bring military and civ ilian defense 
pay in line with co mpetitiv e wo rk in 
the priv ate secto r, to pro v ide annual 
increases to keep it in balance, and 
to pro v ide incentiv es fo r dev elo p­ 
ment o f an all-v o lunteer Army . 
Other facto rs hav e co ntributed to 
the rising co sts. Included are a high­ 
er grade structure, and use o f mo re 
so phisticated weapo nry , which re­ 
quires mo re highly skilled and hence 
better paid o perating and mainte­ 
nance perso nnel. 
Since 19 68, all these elements 
hav e co mbined to increase av erage 
military pay by 113 per cent and de­ 
fense civ ilian pay by 6 6 per cent. 
In fiscal 19 74, the Defense De- 
pfiu-tment pro po ses to cut its baseline 
manpo wer by 5 0,000 perso ns, y et its 


pay ro ll fo r such purpo ses is pro ject­ 
ed at $1.5 billio n mo re. 
Witho ut these mandated pay in-: 
creases, Bro o kings say s the 19 74 de-: 
fense budget wo uld be abo ut $6 bil-: 
lio n less than it is. 
Manpo wer co sts to day co nsume 
so mewhat mo re than 51 per cent o f- 
baseline defense o utlay s (leav ing 
o ut special wartime increments). It; 
is estimated this percentage will rise, 
to 5 4 per cent by 19 80 if manpo wer: 
lev els and pay legislatio n stay the. 
same. 


But here Bro o kings no tes the dis­ 
turbing o nset o f inefficiency . Pres­ 
ent “ fo rce lev els” —meaning units 
which can be effectiv ely emplo y ed 
in co mbat—are co nsiderably less 
than in 19 6 4, the last pre-Vietnam 
y ear. There are fewer Army div i­ 
sio ns, fewer men o n activ e military 
duty , fewer aircraft carriers and 
o ther nav al v essels, fewer bo mbers 
and such defensiv e fo rces as 
manned intercepto r planes. 
Nev ertheless, say s the Bro o kings 
repo rt, “ At the v ery time the price o f 
military manpo wer is rising sharp­ 
ly , it is being used mo re, rather than 
less, intensiv ely .” 
The analy sis suggests that “ the 
to tal number o f military and civ ilian 
perso nnel presumably needed to 
man, train, direct and sustain each 
co mbat unit has risen sharply since 
fiscal 19 6 4.” Thus, while defense au­ 
tho rities hav e been adv ancing eno r­ 
mo usly the fire po wer o f their weap­ 
o nry , to increase effectiv eness and 
cut casualties, the backup fo rces 
hav e gro wn. The pattern dev elo ped 
in the Vietnam war and the new so ­ 
phisticatio n in weapo ns seems to en­ 
hance it. 
The Bro o kings specialists ev i­ 
dently can see little ex cuse fo r no t 
using manpo wer mo re efficiently 
and fo r no t assisting this pro cess by 
designing much simpler new weap­ 
o ns than no w pro po sed.

This week, I’d like 
to describe the Na tio na l Hea lth Ca re Sy stems in 
Sweden, the Netherla nds, a nd Ca na da . 
Sweden: In Sweden, the Na tio na l So cia l Insura nce 
Bo a rd a dministers the hea lth ca re deliv ery sy stem, 
a nd a ll residents a re elig ible fo r co v era g e under 
this sy stem. The Na tio na l Go v ernment pa y s fo r 
mo st o f the hea lth ca re sy stem. These serv ices 
include: Phy sicia n ca re (sma ll fla t fee pa id by the 
pa tient), ho spita liza tio n, pa rtia l reimbursement 
fo r prescriptio n drug s a nd a limited denta l ca re. A 
ca sh sickness benefit pro g ra m is a lso pa y a ble fo r 
a n unlimited time a nd ca sh ma ternity benefits a re 
pa id up to 18 0 da y s. This is fina nced by a sma ll, 
fix ed y ea rly co ntributio n fro m the insured plus 
emplo y ers pa y 3.2 per cent o f their pa y ro ll. Mo st o f 
the ho spita ls a re o wned by the indiv idua l co unties. 
Phy sicia ns a re usua lly a sa la ried emplo y ee 
o pera ting o ut o f the ho spita l. 
The Netherla nds: The Sickness Funds Co uncil 
superv ise a sy stem o f hea lth insura nce tha t co v ers 
a bo ut 70 per cent o f the po pula tio n. This sy stem 
includes wo rkers who se inco me is belo w a specified 
lev el, their dependents a nd pensio ners. Other 
perso ns jo in priv a te insura nce sy stems o r v o lun­ 
ta rily ca n jo in the Funds. The entire po pula tio n is 
insured fo r ca ta stro phic illnesses. Benefits a llo wed 
under the Sickness Funds Co uncil is co mplete 
co v era g e o f medica l ca re, 25 per cent fo r ma ternity 
a nd tuberculo sis a nd co mplete co st o f ca ta stro phic 
illnesses a fter o ne y ea r. A ca sh sickness benefit is 
pa id fo r a n unlimited time. The pro g ra m is 
fina nced fro m the emplo y ers a nd the insured, 
co ntributing 4 .1 per cent ea ch a nd a n a dditio na l 2 
per cent by the emplo y ers.. Ho spita ls a re g enera lly 
priv a tely o wned a nd pa id a cco rding to a fix ed 
schedule set by the Unio n o f Ho spita ls Asso cia tio n 
under g o v ernment g uida nce. Phy sicia ns a re 
directly pa id by the sickness fund a cco rding to a 
ca pito liza tio n sy stem. 
Ca na da : Ea ch pro v ince in Ca na da a dministers its 
o wn sy stem under the superv isio n o f the Federa l 
Depa rtment o f Na tio na l Hea lth a nd Welfa re. Ap­ 
pro x ima tely 9 9 per cent o f the po pula tio n is 
co v ered, fo r benefits tha t include ho spita liza tio n, 
a nd mo st medica l serv ices. There is a ca sh sickness 
a nd a ca sh ma ternity benefit pa y a ble fo r up to 15 
weeks fo r emplo y ed perso ns under the Em­ 
plo y ment Insura nce Act. The who le sy stem is pa id 
fo r by Federa l g ra nts to the pro v ince fo r a bo ut 5 0 
per cent a nd the rema inder co mes fro m pa y ro ll 
ta x es a nd a fla t ra te co ntributio n by the insured.

Now, see if y ou can figure out 
how an ex pert declarer man­ 
aged to go down two tricks at 
the Fort Worth Regionals. 
He started out by winning the 
club and losing the spade fi­ 
nesse. A second club was led 
and South ruffed. Then he drew 
trumps, cashed his ace of 
hearts and king of diamonds 
and led a diamond to dummy ’s 
ace. 
Internationalist Paul Solo­ 
way , who sat East, had listened 
to the bidding. He knew South 
had started with 5-4-3-1 distri­ 
bution and eventually would 
take a heart finesse and make 
the slam. 
Paul decided to give him a 
chance to find another line of 
play . Paul dropped the queen of 
diamonds on dummy ’s ace! 
Now it seemed to declarer 
that he would not need the heart 
finesse at all. He discarded one 
heart on the last good club; 
came to his hand with the king 
of hearts; led his last diamond 
and took what appeared to be a 
certain winning finesse against 
the 10.

“ We are hearing more of 
another new consumerism 
phrase—‘open dating.’ In the 
food industry there are four 
kinds of dates but the particular 
one of prime interest now is 
called the ‘pull date.’ This 
means the last day a retail 
store may offer the food for 
sale. It is designed, however, to 
allow 
the 
consumer 
a 
reasonable amount of time to 
store and use the product at 
home even though she bought it 
on the ‘pull date’,” she adds. 
The processor of the food, 
based on his knowledge of his 
products, their shelf life and his 
knowledge of the consumer’s 
habits, must be the one to 
determine how long the product 
should be offered for sale and 
how much home storage time to 
allow. 
For most foods temperature 
is a far more important quality 
determinant 
than 
simply 
elapsed time, food ex perts point 
out shelf life of a product, for 
ex ample, can be reasonably 
determined only if the product 
is kept at the correct tem­ 
perature. If the product is 
mishandled it will lose quality 
rapidly . 
The phrase “ open dating” 
generally refers to any date on

He said food prices, ex ­ 
empted last week from the 
price freeze under Phase 4 of 
President 
Nix on’s economic 
program, will continue to go up 
until the hoped-for increase in 
crop production materializes. 
“ But the big rise is behind 
us,” Butz said. “ I think the 
American people got the mes­ 
sage that they don’t get more 
by pay ing less.”

—“ The date indicates the end 
of the product’s useable life.” 
—“ It represents date of 
manufactures packaging or 
delivery .” They believed this 
even though all products in the 
store carried a future date. 
Unfortunately , only about 20 
per cent of the shoppers in­ 
terviewed gave the correct 
answer. It is time, therefore, 
for new emphasis among 
consumer groups for an educ- 
cation drive. “ Pull dates” offer 
the shopper an advantage. 
Studies show that not enough 
women know about their ad­ 
vantages or are using them 
properly . A certain mood of 
indifference seems common.

The rep orts came after an 
annou ncement by Illinois offi­ 
cials that the state wou ld in­ 
v estigate why a flood of Illinois 
children hav e been sent to p ri­ 
v ate Tex as facilities in the p ast 
few y ears. 
Illinois officials hav e ordered 
hu ndreds of children retu rned 
home in recent weeks following 
rep orts of bru tality and su b­ 
standard conditions in some 
Tex as ju v enile institu tions. 
Tex as Gov . Dolp h Briscoe 
p ledged on Friday his fu ll coop ­ 
eration with Illinois Gov . Dan­ 
iel Walker in the inv estigation. 
Briscoe ordered a fu ll inv esti­ 
gation by the State Dep artment 
of Pu blic Safety . 
A recent Tex as newsp ap er 
story claimed two normal Il­ 
linois 
children 
hav e 
been 
p laced in Children’s Hav en, a 
p riv ate school here for the 
mentally retarded. 
Mu rp hy claimed Friday there 
were inaccu racies in the story 
and said when the children 
were sent to Dallas, they were

starting Jan. 1. 
Adv ocates of su bsidy reform 
were defeated Friday when 
conferees rejected a Hou se- 
p assed p rov ision which wou ld 
hav e p rohibited additional p ay ­ 
ments to wealthy farmers who 
sell or lease cotton acreage al­ 
lotments. 
Sp onsors of this p rov ision had 
claimed it was needed to close 
what they termed a major loop ­ 
hole that p ermits wholesale 
ev asion of the p resent $55,000 
p er crop annu al p ay ment ceil­ 
ing. 
The Hou se p rov ision also 


wou ld hav e p u t v ariou s p ay ­ 
ments u nder the limit, in­ 
clu ding so-called resou rce ad­ 
ju stment p ay ments for not 
growing crop s. Conferees took 
the 
Senate-p assed 
langu age 
that ex clu des resou rce adju st­ 
ment p ay ments when comp u t­ 
ing the amou nt su bject to the 
limit. 
In p assing their sep arate v er­ 
sions of the farm bill earlier 
this y ear, the Senate and Hou se 
both v oted to lower the annu al 
wheat, cotton and feed grain 
p ay ment limit to $20,000 p er 
farmer. 


Prior to the conferees’ action, 
an administration official esti­ 
mated that p assage of the 
Hou se-ap p rov ed v ersion wou ld 
cost rou ghly $800 million for the 
1974 crop s, based on p resent 
forecasts of p rices. This wou ld 
comp are to $2.8 billion for the 
1973 crop s. 
Under the target p rice con­ 
cep t, sp onsors figu red that su ch 
mu ltibillion dollar crop su b­ 
sidies wou ld be eliminated as 
long as ex isting relationship s 
between farm p rices and crop 
p rodu ction costs continu e. Bu t 
if p rices farmers get shou ld 
drop sharp ly growers wou ld get 
p ay ments making u p the differ­ 
ence between the target and 
the sales retu rns.

Tanner, who se White So x 
dro pped a 2-1 decisio n Friday 
night to Kansas City in 10 in­ 
nings, said he harbo red no an­ 
ger o v er the team’s fro nt o ffice 
situatio n. 
“Ho lco mb has alway s been 
go o d to me,” he said. “But I 
hav e to win with my o wn play ­ 
ers. I hav e to liv e and die with 
my o wn o pinio ns.” 
Tanner no ted increased fan 
suppo rt o f the White So x , and 
the team’s increasing success 
since he became manager.

play o ffs in No v ember. 


The to p eight teams wo uld be 
selected fro m the to p majo r 
co nferences and presumably 
ro o m wo uld be pro v ided fo r rep­ 
resentatio n o f independents. 


The play o ffs wo uld cut the 
field to fo ur teams the first

Go ld coin collectors 
are reaping benefits

NEW YORK (AP) - While 
mo st inflatio n-co nscio us Ameri­ 
cans hav e the wo rriso me feel­ 
ing that the co ins in their po ck­ 
et are spilling o ut thro ugh a 
ho le, a few hav e the happy sen­ 
satio n o f greater weight in the 
same area. 
These are the go ld co in co l­ 
lecto rs, altho ugh in recent 
mo nths it might be mo re accu­ 
rate to call them inv esto rs. The 
price o f go ld has nearly do u­ 
bled this y ear to abo ut $120 an 
o unce, and go ld co ins hav e ris­ 
en acco rdingly . 
Ho wev er, the U.S. Treasury 
fro wns 
o n the wo rd 
“ in­ 
v estment” when applied to 
go ld, and has since 1933. It fo r­ 
bids U.S. citizens to acquire 
go ld bullio n, go o d inv estment 
tho ugh it is, altho ugh mo st o th­ 
er natio nals are free to do so . 
But the Treasury canno t do 
much under current law to pre­ 
v ent citizens fro m co llecting 
co ins, ev en if tho se co ins are 


go ld and tend to rise in v alue 
whenev er the price o f go ld bull­ 
io n rises. 
And so , up to 500,000 U.S. 
go ld co ins co llecto rs currently 
hav e what seems to be the 
mo st pro fitable ho bby ex tant, 
o ffering far greater financial 
returns than mo st co nv entio nal 
inv estments. 
A U.S. “ do uble eagle” $20 
go ld piece that bro ught $85 to 
$90 late last y ear no w sells fo r 
abo ut $200. An English so v er­ 
eign that so ld fo r $10 late in 
1970 no w has a price o f abo ut 
$50. 
Since the so v ereign co ntains 
just o ne-quarter o unce o f go ld, 
o r abo ut $30 in terms o f go ld’s 
current price, it can easily be 
seen ho w the numismatic v al­ 
ue—beauty , rarity , co nditio n— 
enhances the price ev en mo re. 
What’s behind the surging 
prices? Mo netary instability 
and inflatio n.

Mac the macaw to o k o ff fo r 
parts unkno wn Thursday during 
ceremo nies at which his o wner, 
Pro f. Gerard Wo lfe o f New 
Yo rk Univ ersity , was giv ing 
him to the zo o to replace Po ppi, 
ano ther macaw pilfered last 
weekend. 
“ I’v e alway s had that effect 
o n pretty birds,” said Parks 
Administrato r Richard Clur- 
man. 
Mac was sitting o n Wo lfe’s 
sho ulder when he to o k o ff fo r a 
perch in a tree-to p. Emergency 
measures were taken. 
The pro fesso r play ed a tape- 
reco rding o f Mac’s o wn v o ice: 
a cherry -picker, a mo bile plat­ 
fo rm no rmally used fo r pruning 
trees, was put in place; Cap­ 
tain Ho o k, ano ther macaw, was 
bro ught o v er to try to co ax the 
bird do wn. 
No thing wo rked. 
Mac, his red bo dy , blue and 
green wings and black and 
white head flashing in the sun, 
just flew o ff—this time to a 
high o ak.

But Mac, who speaks pretty 
go o d English, to o k o ff fo r the 
West.
